Monlton, who has 
been absent for several days past, came into 
Court, but after Porter had finished his review 
of him as a witness, and did not therefore enjoy 
the sensation of being roundly abused.

THE PENNSYLVANIA FIRES. 

The world's greatest coal region has been 
visited by a calamity more strik}g, if les 
destructive, than the miners’ strikes of the 
last few weeks. The fires which have been 
raging in the foreste of late have reached the 
clearings and are sweeping houses, bridges, 
railroad tracks, and whole towns from the 
face of the earth. Fortunately, the loss of 
life bas so far been very small, though 
hundreds of lives have been saved only by 


trips over ties crumbling to ashes, on rails 
melting away, and between two solid lines ef 
blazing trees. Had it not been for him, 
nearly the whole population of the little 
town of Osceola must have perished. The 
fire was all around them, and their homes 


| were’ burning. Many of them lay, ‘half 


sensc)ess, in the shallow waters of Moshan- 
non Creek, waiting for death. Strong hands 
pulled them out, crowded them into bo- 
cars, and gave the daring engineer the sig- 
nal. Away went the train, running a race 


„with death. It ran over fire, between fires, 


through fire. Nearly ever car was burn- 
ing when Phillipsburg and safety; 4 
miles away, were reached. The living 
fréight was speedily unloaded, and again and 
again and yet again the engineer made the 
round: trip until over a thousand lives were 
saved. Such a deed deserves to live. 
It is too soon to estimate the loss inflicted 
by the conflagration. Although heavy rains 
have checked the force of the flames and in 
some sections extinguished them, they are 
advancing irresistibly on several towns. Some 
hundreds of houses, many million feet of cut 
lumber, the outworks of a number of mines, 
a score of bridges, and as meny miles of ties 
damage done is estimated at nearly $4,000,- 
000.

TESTS OF AMERICAN IRON, STEEL, AND 
: OTHER METALS 


Surprising as it may seem, no complete set 
of tests, experiments, and observations has 
ever been made to determine the strength, 
durability, and other characteristics of Amer- 
ican metals. A little over a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago, the English Commission to investi- 
gate the application of iron to railway pur- 
poses completed its labors and gave to the 
world the rules and formule which we, in 
common with nearly all tae civilized nations, 
have used ever since.. The labors of that 
Commission, comprehensive as they were de- 
signed to be aut the time, could not, of course, 
touch the products of processes since discoy- 
ered and brought intoextensive use. Neither 
could they make known to us the strength of 
the many new forms which have been de- 
signed to meet the varied requirements of 
the constructive arts in their wonderful de- 
velopment during the last twenty-five years. 
Nor. was a single American sample sub- 
jected to test or experiment. And 
we know that our iron. and steel 
differ essentially in most of their eharac- 
teristics from those of foreign productions. 
They have different ductility, malleability, 
and tenacity. They have different hmits of 
elasticity, and different ultimate strength. 
And, while We undoubtedly make some as 
good and some as poor iron and steel as are 
produced anywhere in the world, our engi- 
neers, architects, ship-builders, bridge-build- 
Ka, and mechanics now have good reason to 
know that our own metals are, upon the whole, 
very much better than the mass of those we 
import, particularly the plate-irons so largely 
used in iron ship-building. 

Other nations besides the English have more 
or less perfectly investigated the qualities 
of their metals, @ tliat all who have occa- 
sion to employ them have rules governing 
their use which are very near approximations 
to the correct ones. Thus far we have had 
to borrow these and apply them to ourwidely 
different materials. This alone would be suf 
ficient to aecount for very many of the mis- 
takes that have been made with such fatal 
consequenees in proportioning buildings, 
bridges, and machinery. 

Our ores, fluxes, and processes of manufac- 
ture differ from those employed in other 
countries. We have systems of railways, 
bridge-building, and ship-building distinctive- 
ly American, recognized as such, and requir- 
ing peculiar forms and applications of the 
metals. No less plainly marked are the tools 
and implements we employ. Branz, 
Sms, chrome, and other new steels are 
now becoming important articles of home 
production. with us, and none of these have 
been exhaustively tested. In the present 
state of our knowledge, if there isa piece of 
iron or steel that is exceptionally good or ex- 
eeptionally bad, the reason is so imperfectly 
known that the maker would, im many in- 
stances, find it difficult to reproduce the same 
result, and other makers would find it simply 
impossible. 9 

To gain exact knowledge of the qualities of 
our metals, and the methods by which these 
qualities can be secured, then to place and 
proportion parts correctly, and to calculate 
the strength of these parts and their capacity 
to perform their work, requires an exhaustive 
investigation, such as ean only be made by 
the ablest engineers and scientists, with abun- 
dance of time and money at their command. 

Our Government has wisely taken this mat- 
ter in hand. During the last session of Con- 
gress a committee of the American Society of 
Civ, Engineers, of which Gen. Wan 
Soor Surra was Chairman, laid the subject 
before Congress. Its importance was recog- 
nized at once, and an appropriation of $75,- 
000 was granted for the purchase of a suit- 
able testing machine to cost $50,000, and the 
remainder for materials and the necessary ex-

the Prussian Constitution of Jan. 30, 1850, 
has just passed both Houses of the Prussian 
Parliament, and, as it was prop@sed by the 
Emperor, of course is a law. ‘The text of 
the three clauses is as follows : 

Art. 15. The Catholic Church, as well as the Protest- 
ant Church and every other religious society, regulates 
and administers its affairs in an independent way ; 
but it reneina subject to the laws of the State and to 
the ‘supervision defined by the ‘laws of the State. 
Under the same conditions, every religious society 
keeps the possession and enjoyment of its funds and 
of the establishments and foundations destined for its 
worship, its teachings, and its charities. Art. 16. The 
relations of religious societies with their superiors are 
free, The publication of ecclesiastical ordinances is 
subject only to the restrictions to which all other pub- 
lications are subjected, Art, 18, The right of nomi- 
nating, of proposing, of electing, and of confirnrxing e- 
clesiastical posts is suppressed as far as it belongs to 
the State and is not based upon patronage or on spe- 
Cial legal tities, This provision does not apply to the 
nomination of ecclesiastiss in the public institutions, 
The law regulates the rights of the State relating to 
tastruction, to the employment end removal of ecclesi- 
asties, and fixes the limits of the disciplinary pow ers 
of the State. : 

The bill which sweeps these clauses out of 
existence is very brief and simple: “ Clauses 
Nos, 15, 16, and 18 of the Conrtitution are 
abrogated.” Could anything k ‘cer or 
work more admirably? A monarch has a pot 
measure which he wishes passed, but it is 
found to be unconstitutional. He imme- 
diately makes it constitutional by annulling 
everything in the Constitation pertaining to 
it. It is an excellent instrament, elastic and 
easily adjustable to suit any case. Nothing 
can ever be unconstitutional so long as any 
of it is left. What is the use of owning Ger- 
many if you can’t own itg Constitution? 
What is the use of being an Emperor if you 
can't make everything constitutional by abol- 
ishing Constitutions? Is an odious measure 
unconstitutional? So much the worse for 
the Constitution, Under the circumstances, 
we cannot see what Wrumetm and Ben 
want of a Constitution at all.

THE OMAHA BRIDGE CASE. 

We have received a score of letters from 
Omaha and Council Bluffs upon the subject 
of the recent decision of Judge Don in the 
Union Pacific Railroad bridge case. The de- 
cision is a very plain one. It. is that under 
the charter of the Company th railroad was 
to be bonstruoted westward from a point on 
the western boundary of the State of Iowa; 
that the eastern terminus of the road was on 
the Iowa side of the Missouri River, and not 
on the Nebraska shore, nor at 6 
point. on the middle of the main 
channel of the river. The Railroad Com- 
pany had, under its charter, an implied 
right to bridge the Missouri River to the 
eastern terminus in Iowa, and this right was 
expressly granted by subsequent legislation. 
The Court held that in none of these acts of 
legislation was there any authority to change 
the eastern terminus of the road, nor to dis- 
connect the bridge from the road of the 
Company, so as to take away the obliga- 
tion to operate the whole railroad as one 
continuous line. Upon these conclusions the 
Court granted a peremptory mandamus com- 
pelling the Railroad Company to operate its 
road over the bridge, to and from ita terminus 
on the Iowa shore, in the same general man- 
ner that it operates the other portions of the 
road’; and the device of a separate transfer 
over the bridge by local trains is declared to 
be in violation of the duty of the Company to 
the public, 

This decision is certainly clear and explicit. 
Under it the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
must deliver freight and passengers and re- 
ceive the samo on the Iowa side of the river, 
and cannot set up a claim as an independent 
road for the distance between what is de 
clared to be its eastern terminus and the de- 
pot in Omaha. The Railroad Company has 
appealed to the Bupreme Court of the United 
States, bat itis hardly possible that Judge 
Druton’s well-fortified judgment will be set 
aside.

STREET-CAR TICKETS. 
THE PERVERSE INGENUITY OF MAN. 

Tue Täirunx hes received a ccummunication 
from a patron of the West Side car lines, who 
eomplains in very strong terms because the Com- 
pauy refuses to accept mutilated tickets. He 
thinks it a sufficient cause for great popular in- 
dignation, and cites several particular imstances 
where people presenting torn tickets lage been 
obliged to pay cash fares. He holds that the 
order thus instructing conductors is “ tyrannical 
and absurd, as well as illegal.” 
The West Side Company has certainly issued 
an order instructing its conductors to refuse 
mutilated tickets, but they have not intended to 
perpetrate such ea high-hauded outrage as the 
correspondent deeni it, or to inconvenience the 
riding public. 
The fact is they bave been foreed to pursue 
such a codree for their own prutection. If 
22 were honest—conductors aod patrons 
of their lipes—such an order im all probability 
would be unnecessary. But, unfortunately, a 
great many people are weak and not at all above 
cheating a street-car company if they can. Con- 
ductors, let the company be ever so careful in 
the selection of their men, are not all strictly 
honest. Even if they will not knock down 
for the benefit of themselves, some of them 
will occasionally * a friend with 
cheap transportation. t was a disco 
of such acts of laindoeas on the of . 
their conductors that caused the Company to 
issue the order. It was found that they would 
receive tickets from their friends, and, instead of 
punching them as they should ‘have done, 
er them repeatedly ii the same place. 

oder this process the hole became enlarged. 
The recipients of such fsvors, when they came 
upon a strange conductor, would tear off the 
part. ef the ticket which might reveal this dis- 
honesty. So many such cases came to light that 
the Company felt obliged to refuse ali tickets 
which had been torn in such u way as to obscure 
the punched portions. ; 

A goes many people have innocently trimmed 
off the used parts, and the remainder has lately 
been refused when presented to conckictors. 
But such people, and ail whoshow that tlie dam- 
age to their pasteboarda, has deen toe result of 
accident, have fouad the Company willing to re- 
deem their tickets and give them new ones instead. 
The Company, in fact, does not wish anybody 
to suffer, and will continue to redeem all tickets 
whén they are showWh that the damage to them 
was not intentionally done. Under the circum- 
stances, it behooves people not to trim down 
their tickets, if they wish to aveid the trouble 
of baving them refused on the cars, and of 
going to the general office to have them re- 
deomed 


The Company bas its tickets printed on the 
very strongest pasteboard, with hen inside, 
and accidental mutilation is almost impossible, 
considering the short time which they usually 
last. Some of the tickets redeemed have been 
sadly torn, others have baen trimmed on their 
sides, others have been cut in halves, and even 
in 1 dividing them ap for convenient 
family use. b 

Tha Company has been considerably annoyed 
by these mutilatious, and the indigustion of 
people who have made them, aad threaten, if the 
thing continaes, to withdraw the accommodation 
of cheap tickets altogether.
